2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner would 
like to note that in the Office Action mailed 25 March 2004, Kahle et al., U.S. Patent Number 
6,662,294 (published 09 December 2003) was noted as having similar claims to those filed by 
the Applicants' on 19 April 2001. Applicants' response, filed 23 August 2004 stated "Kahle 
requires changing the opcodes of the instructions. The present invention has no such 
requirement (Amendment dated 23 August 2004 page 7, paragraph 1)." Applicants' conclusion

about Kahle requiring changing the opcodes is supported in Kahle in column 2, lines 36-55; 
column 4, lines 56-60; column 5, lines 6-17; and column 6, lines 34-37. Applicants' current 
claims filed 09 May 2006 in an After Final Amendment and entered on 16 June 2006 with the 
filing of an Request for Continued Examination, clearly recites, taking claim 1 as exemplary, 

. .detecting the beginning and the end of a branch domain of original machine code based 
solely on said original machine code... [highlights added by the Examiner]". This is clearly 
different from Kahle's invention, which requires changing the instructions, which includes the 
opcodes, before identifying the beginning and end of a branch domain, since Applicants' 
invention identifies the beginning and end of a branch domain based only on the original 
machine code, e.g. based only on the original, unaltered instructions. Therefore, Applicants' 
claimed invention is different from Kahle's,
